Report  of  The  President 

To  the  Members  of  the  Salmagundi  Club: 

While  the  past  year  has  been  prosperous  and  successful,  and  the 
traditional  festivities  have  been  unusually  entertaining,  due  largely 
to  the  untamed  enthusiasm  of  our  Chairman  of  the  Entertainment 
Committee,  there  have  been  no  outstanding  incidents  such  as  we  had 
last  year.  Therefore  my  report  will  of  necessity  be  brief.  Details 
will  be  supplied  in  the  reports  of  the  chairmen  of  the  various  Com¬ 
mittees. 

The  Club's  activities  have  been  successfully  financed,  but  with 
less  margin  than  last  year.  From  time  to  time  the  question  of  dis¬ 
continuing  the  Auction  Sale  is  raised,  but  it  is  clear  that  the  Club 
still  needs  the  revenue  derived  from  this  sale.  Had  it  not  been  for 
this  revenue,  we  should  have  concluded  our  year  with  a  slight  deficit. 

A  high  standard  still  characterizes  our  exhibitions,  but  this 
does  not  mean  that  the  desired  quality  has  been  reached,  and  I  hope 
that  the  Art  Committee  will  be  constantly  trying  to  raise  this  stan¬ 
dard.  During  the  year  an  exhibition  devoted  to  the  decorative  arts 
was  added  to  the  usual  schedule,  and  its  success  warrants  its  con¬ 
tinuation.  This  exhibition  offers  an  opportunity  to  those  members 
whose  work  is  essentially  decorative — such  as  the  mural  painters 
and  craftsmen,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  next  Decorative  Arts 
Exhibition  will  enlist  their  hearty  cooperation  and  support. 
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Important  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Club’s  artistic  pos¬ 
sessions.  Recently  a  very  handsome  Sixteenth  Century  coffee  urn 
was  presented  to  the  Club  by  Miss  Mary  N.  MacCord.  in  memory 
of  her  brother,  the  late  Charles  W.  MacCord,  a  member  for  more 
than  20  years.  A  small  bronze  tablet,  executed  by  Augustus  St. 
Gaudens,  bearing  the  portrait  of  the  late  George  W.  Maynard,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Club  in  1888-89,  was  presented  to  the  Club  by  Mrs.  May¬ 
nard.  This  tablet  has  both  historic  and  artistic  value.  It  is  again  a 
pleasure  to  record  the  generous  response  of  our  members  to  the 
appeal  for  the  Members’  Purchase  Prize  fund.  This  year  the  very 
charming  picture,  “Robe  de  Boudoir/  by  Frank  H.  Desch  \\as 
selected  for  the  permanent  collection  by  a  vote  of  the  membership 
upon  five  pictures  selected  from  the  Oil  Exhibition  by  a  distin- 
guished  jury. 

There  has  been  no  falling  off  of  the  applications  for  member¬ 
ship,  and  at  present  we  have  a  waiting  list  of  28  with  a  total  mem¬ 
bership  in  all  classes  of  891. 

An  amendment  to  Art.  X,  Sec.  2,  of  the  By-laws  adopted  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  increased  the  number  of  members  of  the  Art  Committee 
from  five  to  seven. 

In  the  name  of  the  Club  I  desire  to  convey  to  the  Officers  and 
various  Committees  our  great  appreciation  of  their  conscientious 
attention  to  Club  business.

While  I  deeply  deplore  the  passing  of  all  these  good  men,  I  am 
constrained  to  emphasize  especially  the  Club’s  loss  in  the  death  of 
Walter  Neumuller.  Although  still  a  young  man,  his  unusual  quali¬ 
ties  of  intellect,  industry  and  enthusiasm  had  carried  him  from  the 
humble  position  of  office  boy  to  the  executive  responsibilities  of  the 
office  of  secretary  of  one  of  the  great  corporations  of  the  country.

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Report  of  The  Treasurer 

To  the  Members  of  the  Salmagundi  Clue: 

In  compliance  with  the  Constitution,  I  submit  herewith  my  re¬ 
port  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1924. 

The  operating  statement  shows  a  profit  of  $3,752.91,  which  is 
approximately  $4,700  less  than  the  profit  of  the  preceding  year.  A 
comparison  of  the  two  statements  shows  a  decrease  in  revenue  for 
the  past  year  of  $2,822.30  and  an  increase  in  expense  of  $1,924.69. 

The  decrease  in  revenue  was  due  to  the  smaller  profit  realized 
from  the  Auction  Sale  and  the  decrease  in  departmental  profits;  the 
increase  in  expenses  to  a  higher  loss  in  the  Grill  Room  and  the 
expense  incurred  in  the  additional  exhibitions  held. 

During  the  year  the  mortgage  indebtedness  was  reduced  by 
$14,000.  The  mortgage  now  stands  at  $4,000. 

The  statement  shows  a  surplus  of  $172,432.35,  a  gain  during  the 
fiscal  year  of  $11,627.15. 

The  permanent  funds  of  the  Club,  of  a  par  value  of  $16,350. 
remain  unchanged. 

A  detailed  statement,  together  with  the  auditor’s  certificate,  is 
hereto  annexed.

Report  of  The  House  Committee

Repairs  and  replacements  were  numerous  during  the  year.  In 
the  gallery  much  needed  shields  were  placed  around  the  radiators, 
and  a  ventilating  system  was  installed  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Phillips.  Tentative  plans  are  prepared  to  renovate  and  refurnish  the 
bedrooms  this  coming  summer.  Necessary  items,  such  as  cooking 
utensils,  china,  linen,  cutlery,  were  bought  for  the  Grill  Department; 
also  linen  for  the  bedrooms,  and  a  set  of  billiard  balls  to  replace  an 
old  and  useless  set. 

During  the  summer  of  1923  the  attendance  in  the  Club  was  not 
as  large  as  the  previous  season,  which  made  a  difference  in  the 
receipts  of  the  grill  room.  The  menu  has  been  improved  with  but  a 
slight  increase  in  cost.  The  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  steward, 
Mr.  Morrissey,  for  his  efficient  management,  not  only  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  but  throughout  the  club  house.  That  the  members  appreciate
